Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 and 10-17 have been 
considered and are found to be persuasive as applicant has provided all the required 
rationale. All previous made rejections are now withdrawn and the application is 
allowed.

3. Claims 1 -8 and 1 0-1 7 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All previously 
applied art rejections have been withdrawn in light of Applicant's thorough remarks and 
that fact that the cited prior art does not provide for the claim limitations as set forth in 
the current claims.
